PACIFIC NORTHWEST SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS 
At the July meeting a paper was presented by Mr. F. W 
Hibbs, Naval Constructor, U. S. N., on the subject, 
“Comparative Tests of Yellow Pine and Puget Sound 
Fir.’’ The author had recently, by direction of the Navy 
Department, made numerous comparative tests of the two 
woods, as to their value for ship work. The tests com- 
prised cross-breaking tests, tension tests in both direc 
tions, compression tesis in both directions, shearing, tor 
sion and column tests. Among the interesting results 
obtained in these tests were that yellow pine was more 
brittle than the fir, but on accoun’ of the large amount 
of contained pitch it resisted wear better; the Puget 
Sound fir was more fibrous, and was better for tension 
and bending members. In torsion, the yellow pine simply 
cracked and pulled apart, while the fir twisted up almost 
like rope, the fibers standing out in distinct strings. The 
tests covered green, air-seasoned, kiln-dried and also 
fireproofed lumber, and the series is probably the most 
velaaiie ever made on this material. At the meeting of 
Aug. 2, Mr. R. H. Thomson will read a paper on ‘‘Septic

WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At a special 
extra meeting held in Chicago on July 3, Capt. Charles 
C, Jamieson, U. S. A., Instructor in Ordnance and Gun- 
nery at the U. S. Military Academy at West Point, N. Y:, 
gave a most interesting address on armor, ordnance, pro- 
jectiles and the use of high explosives. A large number 
of lantern slides were exhibited, showing the guns, pro- 
jectiles and armor plates used in conducting tests and ex- 
periments at the Sandy Hook proving ground, and show- 
ing also the results of many of these tests and experi- 
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ments. One interesting point brought out was that while 
nany successful military b le by 
outsiders, in no sing i has an vention tak up 
for experiment by order of Congress in the face al 
adverse report from the Ordna Bureau proved a 
cess.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—‘‘What the Astronomers are 
Doing” is the title of a paper by Prof. Simon Newcomb 
in ‘“‘Harper’s’’ fer July it is a brief summary of the 


lines of work on which the principal astronomical ob 


servatories of the world are engaged. Among the interest 
ing points noted are the fact that the moon is deviating 
from its predicted place and that Jupiter is a miniature 


un,but not hotenough toshine by its own light. ‘‘American 


Private Forests,’’ in the same magazine, describes what 
has been done in the past two years toward establishing 
forestry as a profit-making industry It is notable that 


the two chief obstacles to safe investment in forest lands 
are the damage of fire and high taxation. 

The July ‘‘Review of Reviews"’ describes the recent cen 
tennial celebration of the establishment of the West Point 
Military Academy, and gives a succinct history of that 
famous institution. rhe article is from the pen of Col 
S. E. Gillman, one of the professors in the Academy. 
Much space in the same magazine is also devoted to the 
ituation in the anthracite coal region. 

In the July ‘Century,’ Mr. Ray Stannard Baker con 
tinues his series of papers on the ‘‘Southwest,’’ and in de 
scribing the arid region he makes a curious slip, to which 
a correspondent has called our attention as follows: 

Sir: “It would be of general interest if we could ascer 
tain how it was possible for the sentences quoted below to 
have found their way past the writer, typewriter, proof- 
reader and editor, to the columns of the 
July, p. 364.” 

One finds difficulty, indeed, in realizing the immensity 
of the arid West. It includes about half the United States. 
The YSth parallel of latitude, which cuts down through 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas 
a little east of the center of each state—is the dividing 
line; everything to the west of this line is within the 
region of scanty rainfall or aridity, except a narrow strip 
of rich country along the Pacific coast line of Washington, 
Oregon and California

penned the above in longhand. If we are to assume that 
dictation invites such errors it would be well for engi- 
neers in making reports to scan their copy with more 
than usual care in every instance. It may even happen, 
as in this case, that the actual meaning can be clearly in- 
ferred, but in a report a serious misstatement or blunder 
of any description detracts from the weight and value of 
the instrument, since every reader would naturally suspect 
that if such carelessness were permitted in one portion of 
a document, there would be less assurance that the other 
portions had been prepared with care.’’

WATER SUPPLY.—Glasgow, Scotland.—It is stated that 
the corporation has decided to carry out the extensive 
water scheme at Loch Arklet, so as to be sure that 10,- 
000,000 gallons of water shall be emptied into Loch Kat- 
rine, from which Glasgow gets its water supply. The 
water commissioners were empowered recently to borrow 
in the first instance $2,500,000 in connection with the 
scheme. 

HARBOR WORKS.—Ireland.—Reports state that with 
the object of assisting fishermen and others on the west 
coast of Ireland, the Chief Secretary of Ireland, Geo. 
Wyndham, introduced in the House of Commons. July 1 
a bill making a free grant of $500,000 for the construction 


of harbor works. The districts interested are expected 
to maintain the works with the assistance of a govern- 
ment contribution of $7,250 annually. 

CANAL WORK.—Egypt.—Bids are asKed by the chief 
of the administrative service, public works, Cairo, until 
Sept. 15 for widening the Ibrahimyah Canal. The work 
will include about 1,995,000 cu. meters of earthwork, and 
is to be completed by Dec. 1, 104. Hand work could 
begin about Dec. 1, 1!2, and dredging could commence a 
few months later. Tenders must quote an all-round sum 
per cu. meter for removing the total cube of earth, by 
hand or by dredging, and depositing it on the canal banks 
or in spoil banks neatly dressed to a given type section. 

JTRRIGATION WORKS.—Syria.—Reports from Denver, 
Colo., state that Baron von Oppenheim, Commissioner 
from Germany to investigate Western irrigation, has com- 
pleted a tour of northern Colorado as the guest of Frank 
Trumbull, Pres. Colorado & Southern R. R., and is en 
thusiastic over the application of water from the moun- 
tains and the results derived. He proposes to adopt the 
same form of storing storm waters for the reclamation 
of the Valley of Babylon, which is largely owned by Ger 
man capitalists, along the line of a railroad under con- 
struction from Constantinople through Bagdad to the 
Persian Gulf. 

ELECTRIC POWER PLANT.--Mexico..-We are in 
formed that Robt. McF. Doble, Consult.Engr..of San Fran 
cisco, Cal., is in the east for the purpose of placing the 
orders for the machinery and other material required for 
the construction of the 110-mile hydro-electric power 
transmission of the Guanajuato Power & Electric Co., in 
Mexico, for which company he is consulting and supervis- 
ing engineer. Power is to be supplied to the silver mines 
at Guanajuato. It is proposed to construct a plant having 
an initial capacity of 7,000 HP. The estimated cost will 
be about $1,000,000. The electric machinery will be fur- 
nished by the General Electric Co. of New York.

RAILWAY, ETC.—Peru.—The Peruvian Corporation of 
Lima, Peru, is arranging to build its proposed 100 miles 
of railway. The British consul at Lima reports that 
companies are being formed to build electric plants in 
Callao, Trujillo and Chickayo. The material will prin- 
cipally come from the U. S. It is also probable that there 
will be a demand for power transmission plants. Ap- 
plications for concessions for telephone lines have been 
asked. All Peruvian towns, including Lima, require to be 
drained properly and to acquire furnaces for the destruc- 
tion of refuse. This remark applies also to nearly all 
Central and South American towns. Manufacturers of 
refuse destructors might periodically send a short pros- 
pectus to all South American municipalities of any im- 
portance in which the advantages of the system should 
be explained, but, of course, in the language of the coun- 
try. Another essential point is to furnish estimates of 
installations according to size, otherwise it will be 
thought that the cost of these installations is so high as 
to preclude all possibility of acquiring them. Time should 
also, in some cases, be given for payment. 


MINING, ETC.—China.—A Peking report states that a 
British-French syndicate, registered in London and repre- 
sented in China by the ex-French consul general, Emile 
Rochére, has secured a 60-year mining concession in Yun- 
Nan Province. It was sanctioned by an imperial decree 
of June 15, and the contract has been officially recognized 
and signed by the British and French Ministers at Peking. 
The concession comprises 85 mines, containing coal, cop- 
per, nickel, quicksilver, tin, and other minerals and pre- 
cious stones, as well as petroleum, throughout a district 
covering one-third of the province, the most important 
mines being near the course of the projected railway from 
Tonquin to Yun-Nan city. The mines worked by the gov- 
ernment are excluded from the concessions. A 5% royalty 
is to be paid to the government, while of the net profits 
25% will be paid to the government, 10% to the provincial 
government, and the remainder to the _ shareholders. 
China undertakes to buy a fixed quantity of copper each 
year, paying 336 taels a ton. The right to build branch 
railways, roads, and canals is conceded. M. Rochére has 
gene to Europe. Another French consul general in Peking 
is pushing the interests of the syndicate of French banks 
in Sze-Chuen Province, and suggests the desirability of 
a combination of British and French interests.
